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Voters to select 2 trustees, 
decide 4.5 school mill levy

Voters in the Romulus School District 
will go to the polls Monday to elect two 
school trustees and decide the fate of a 
proposed 4.5 mill increase in the annual 
school election. 

School officials say the additional 4.5 
mills for operation ($4.50 for each $1 ,000 
of state equalized valuation) is desper- 
ately needed to keep the district solvent 


Four millage proposals will face 
Huron Township voters in the Annual 
School Election June 8 
The first proposal calls for 4.627 addi- 
tional mills for operating expenses. 

The other three proposals call for .437 
mill for extra curricular activities, one 
mill for maintenance and repair of 
school facilities, and approval to roll 
back the Headlee Amendment limita- 
tion. •

Proposal II is called an ‘ Additional 
Millage Proposition ” because the more- 
crucial items in Proposals I and III 
would have to be taken care of first This 
tax would not be assessed before the 
other two. 

Proposal IV asks voter permission to 
override the limitation which the Head- 
lee Amendment put on already- 
authorized miilages It would enable 
Huron to collect an extra half-mill of re- 
venue that the voters have authorized, 
but which the Headlee Amendment pro- 
hibited the district from collecting. 

A rumor has spread around Huron 
Township that the high school would lose 
its accredidation if the millage did not 
pass. (School districts in Michigan are 
“accredited” by state agencies, which 
ascertain that basic standards are met 
in such areas as teacher certification 
and courses offered Huron is accre- 
dited by the University of Michigan 
Bureau of School services.) 

School authorities say that a letter 
was received this spring advising the 
district of some violations, but no way” 
did it state officially that accredidation 
would be revoked 

According to the spokesman, two of 
the four items have already been cor- 
rected. and a third issue — opening the 
high school library full time — is being 
worked on ” ^ 

He noted that having the schools on 
five-hour days * does violate” U of M s 
accredidation standards, but pointed 
out that many districts in the area have 
been forced to cut their hours Policies 
may have to be modified on the basis of 
the economic status of school districts, ” 
the spokesman felt

Edward Mahalak for the 
position. “To be nominated by Rep. 
Mahalak and appointed by Gov. Mil- 
liken and serve on the Romulus Board of 
Education was quite an honor to me. To 
be a part of the rebuilding of this district 
was and is very important to me.” 

Mrs. Langley and her husband reside 
at 15798 Brandt and are the parents of 
four children, Ray, 15; Steve, 13; Bobby, 

11 ; and Jon, nine. She has lived in Romu- 
lus 12 years and is employed at J. L. 
Hudson’s at Southland Shopping Center 
in the clerical department, where she 
has the responsibility of balancing the 
daily receipts and does credit work She 
graduated from Wyandotte Roosevelt 
High School and has attended Wayne 
County Community College 
She has not been a candidate for pub- 
lic office before, although she has 
served on a host of civic and community 
organizations and committees 
She feels her background on these 
groups gives her the experience to make 
an effective board member. She was 
chairperson of the Lansing Committee 
in 1977 which took 1 10 questions from the 
public to Lansing and met with State 
Dept, of Education officials.

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Committee seeks *30,000 to keep school farm open 


A committee of Canton citizens is 
seeking a “stay of execution” for the 
popular School Farm 
Funding for the farm will be cut off on 
June 3 by the Plymouth-Canton Com- 
munity School District because school 
board members can’t find the necessary 
monies to keep it in operation. 

At its last board meeting, the school 
board told citizens that if it can not come 
up with $30,000 by the June 3 deadline, 
the equipment and livestock on the farm 
will be put up for sale 
Edward Lough, a member of the 
“Committee to Save the School Farm” 
and his wife, appeared before the Can- 
ton Township Board of Trustees Tues- 
day night and revealed a plan whereby 
the committee hoped to raise $30,000 by 
urging the communities of Canton, Ply- 


mouth and Plymouth Township to each 
chip in $10,000. 

Lough received a “moral commit- 
ment” from the trustees and the item 
was placed on the next regular township 
board agenda That next meeting may 
be too late. It falls on June 2 

Pointing out that he had no children, 
but only had the interest of the students 
and community at heart, Lough said 
that if the farm is closed it would be 
susceptible to vandals and vandalism 
He said he had petitioned the area resi- 
dents and found that 298 or 300 supported 
the committee’s fight to keep the farm 
open 

The farm, approximately a 50-acre 
parcel, is located on Joy Rd near Ply- 
mouth Salem High School . It is operated 
by Michael Smith 


“It is a very serious thing to us that the 
Board of Education would arbitrarily 
cut the funds from under the School 
Farm.” Lough told the board. “It costs 
$30,000 a year to run the school farm and 
the budget for the schools has been cut. 
so therefore they have to also make cuts 
and adjustments somewhere. 

“But we are amazed and stunned that 
they would cut so valuable and impor- 
tant a project as the school farm,” 
Lough continued. “We discovered this 
fact only two weeks ago and have im- 
mediately reacted to it. We are making 
a last ditch effort to save the school 
farm." 

According to Lough, the manager of 
the farm has informed him that students 
have already planted gardens and that 
some livestock is up for sale 


“I have contacted all the elementary 
school teachers, residents and they have 
promised to get involved in an attempt 
to save the farm ” Lough stressed 
Mrs. Lough added that frequently 
students with behavioral problems work 
on the farm 

“Closing this farm. I believe, would 
sincerely have a detrimental effect on 
all of us There are nursery schools in 
the area that bring children to the farm 
so that kids can touch and feel animals. 
Some of these kids have never seen a 
farm before,” Mrs. Lough pointed out 
The Loughes said that a booster 
School Farm is being formed that will 
monitor future developments at the 
farm.

The decline of public education is evi- 
dent and it will take strong leadership 
from the local school boards to survive 
these difficult times.

School Board President Wayne F. Av- 
ery, who has served three years in that 
position, is running for re-election be- 
cause he says he wants to build a good 
school system by helping each other 
accomplish positive things. 

The 40-year-old father of three 
(Matthew, nine; Melissa, 8; and Mere- 
dith, five) has lived in Romulus nearly 
nine years. He was elected to a 4-year 
term in 1977 and has been elected board 
president by his fellow trustees in three 
of those four years. 

“AJy first interest in schools came 
from my concern for my three children 
and the quality of their education,” Av- 
ery said. “I wanted to help build a school 
program to give them and other chil- 
dren every opportunity possible. 

“Another reason for my involvement 
was my feeling that each of us need to 
become active in all levels of commun- 
ity service and/or politics. There are 
things in our country, state and com- 
munity that need to be changed — and 
this is my effort to help.” 

A graduate of Taylor Center High 
School, Avery later attended Henry 
Ford Community College and earned a 
bachelor of science degree from East- 
ern Michigan University. He also has 
four credit hours of graduate school. 

He is a former teacher and coach at 
Airport Public Schools and is employed 
as a Probation Officer, working with 
boys under 17 years of age. He ran for 
City Council two years ago and current- 
ly serves on the Romulus Planning Com- 
mission. He is a regular attender of City 
Council meetings and other civic and 
community events. 

A state-licensed social worker, mem- 
ber Local 1905 AFSCME, Avery is help- 
ing form the fledging Romulus Com- 
munity Schools Booster Club and has 
been active with “We the People” and 
the Cory PTO. He has served two years 
as union steward and two years as 
Sergeant-at-arms. 

Avery served in the U S. Army from 
1958-1961. He is especially gratified to 
have been elected three times to be 
President of the Romulus School Board 
at its annual organizational meeting and 
is the board s representative to the 
Muchigan Association to improve 
school legislation. 

He feels he is qualified to be an effec- 
tive school board member because of 
his experience on the board and his long 
hours spent each week in serving the 
public.

“Anyone running for school board 
must be willing to put in a lot of time to 
do an effective job,” he said. “I put in a 
large amount of time and want to make 
Romulus Schools the best they can poss- 
ibly be. 

“I am a concerned parent with chil- 
dren in our schools. In addition, I have 
spent four active years on the school 
board, three as president, which I feel 
has helped me a great deal in finding 
some answers to our problems. 

“I have been a resident of Romulus or 
the immediate area most of my life and I 
have been active in school, city and 
other civic organizations. I am a college 
graduate with a job in Wayne County 
Probation Department that brings me 
into daily contact with kids, parents and 
educators. Finally, I feel I care about 
Romulus and have an open mind to all 
points of view,” Avery said.

The 12-year resident of Romulus is 
well-known for community involvement 
but is seeking public office for the first 
time. 

“I am seeking office because our 
school district is faced with a $2.6 mil- 
lion dollar deficit,” Bales said. “I have 
decided to be a candidate for the school 
board because of my concern for our 
children's education and my awareness 
as a homeowner, of the ever increasing 
burden that education places on the tax- 
payers.

His wife, Carole, has been active in 
city and school affairs. These include 
past president of Merriman School 
PTA; den mother Cub Scouts; active in 
Area PTA Council ; served on Romulus 
Beautification Committee, Bi- 
centennial Committee; Community 
Market Committee and Compensatory 
Education Committee. 

Bales says having three children in 
Romulus schools and his involvement in 
civic affairs gives him the experience to 
be a good board member. 

“Because of my involvement in civic 
affairs, both city and school related, and 
my business background and concern 
for the education of children, I believe I 
can offer leadership that is reflective of 
the interests of the community,” he 
said. 

“Romulus is faced with a $2.6 million 
deficit,” Bales listed first as a major 
issue in Monday’s election.

8 candidates are selected for Huron 
police reserves; more are sought 


The Huron Police Department has 
tentatively selected eight persons to 
serve on their reserve force, and they 
are looking for more applicants. 

“We’re hoping to have 10 members by 
the middle of July." said Huron Police 
Chief Joseph Carney. He said they will 
begin training programs then, and “we 
want everyone aboard by that time." 

The reserve unit will be used for spe- 
cial events and crowd control and will 
not replace regular police officers in 
their regular duties. 

“Two of the volunteers chosen have 
experience on reserve units, and we ll 
be meeting with them to establish lead- 
ership within the unit, and to get ideas," 
Carney said 

At last week's Township Board meet- 
ing, the Board unanimously approved 
Carney’s request to equip a car strictly 
for the use of the reserve officers. Using 
$578 left over from a crime prevention 
grant, the department will fix up a 1979 
Chevy Impala no longer used by the reg- 
ular Police Department. 

The car w f ill be equipped with a radio, 
and have a bar for visibility. “It will 
transport the volunteer force to events 
and not tie up a regular police car," Car- 
ney explained. 

In other police business, the Board 
voted to advertise for a dispatcher to 
replace an employee retiring July 9 
There was some discussion over the de- 
cision, with Trustee Gary Bates con- 
tending that the present staff could be 
moved around to cover the work of the 
retiring dispatcher, or part-time help 


could be hired. . 

However, most of the Board m ambers 
agreed with Chief Carney that the work 
of the dispatchers was too important to 
be understaffed or left to part-time em- 
ployees. 


A single dispatcher must handle calls 
for the Police Department. Fire depart^- 
ment and Emergency Medical Service, 
along with Animal Control , Building De- 
partment and Department of Public 
Works. 


“It car* get pretty hectic, with three 
radio frfjquencies from two different 
sets," said Carney. 

Townshfp Clerk Mary Lou Carey 
added that “the dispatcher really gives 
service to the Huron community."

board members and the issues, which 1 
feel will be necessary with the difficult 
times ahead.” 

The recent cuts in the Huron school 
system are Mrs. Dregansky’s major 
concern as a parent and prospective 
board member. "I believe taking 
another look at our current budget and 
management of finances is a good place 
to start," she said. 

Mrs. Dregansky has spent a great 
deal of time studying the laws which 
pertain to the school system . and talking 
to district officials She recently disco- 
vered. for example, that there is a 
loophole in the school lunch law which 
allows districts with large deficits to cut 
the program if they desire. Most people 
are not aware of this loophole 

"We need people who aren’t afraid to 
ask questions and search for the 
answers. I’m offering that service to all 
of Huron School District," Mrs. Dre- 
gansky said 

“Working only part time, I have the 
time needed to research problems," she 
added. 

John Watson is also a graduate of 
Huron High School (1958). He and his 
wife Judith have nine children aged 5-18, 
all of whom attend school in Huron. 

Watson is an engineer at the Ford 
Motor Company and also a farmer 


“Huron once had an outstanding 
school system, but it’s really slipped in 
the last few years," Watson said. 

He w r ould like to see the schools return 
to a minimum of a six-hour day. rein- 
state band and drama programs, and 
re-emphasize college preparatory 
courses. Watson feels that vocational 
programs in Huron are stressed at the 
expense of academics, and that the high 
school has placed athletics above educa- 
tion. 

■ * But the biggest thing that ’s killing us 
is the teachers’ salaries." Watson de- 
clared. "The average teacher’s salary 
this year is $27,800 — and if you add the 
fringe benefits, it’s $33,959,’’ he con- 
tends. 

Considering the sick days to which 
teachers are entitled, Watson estimates 
that Huron teachers are earning $40 an 
hour during the 800 hours a year they 
work in school 

Watson feels that the School Board is 
"pro teacher." He agrees that the sys- 
tem needs more teachers, but that these 
teachers will need to take a pay cut. 

“I want to see the curriculum ex- 
panded . and negotiate the teachers ’ con- 
tract to a reasonable amount," Watson 
said. "I care about what happens to our 
youngsters. Someone has to stop going 
along with the group that’s on the board 
right now."

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*19 million in the red, Wayne must cough up *78,000 


NVayne County will apparently have to 
come up with $78,000, money that the 
financially-stricken country doesn’t 

have 

This time, a decision by Circuit Judge 
John D. O’Hair adds $78,000 to a deficit 
already projected to exceed $19 million. 

O’Hair ordered the expenditure for 40 
hours training in corrections proce- 
dures foi 96 Sheriffs deputies at the 


County Jail where 50 experienced jail- 
ers recently quit and were replaced by 
transfers from other units. 

Except for the order requiring new ex- 
penditure, O’Hair essentially agreed 
with a proposal decided by the Board of 
Commissioners in a special meeting on 
May 29, which also offered the option of 
80 hours jailer training costing $156,000 


The option plan was proposed by Com- 
missioner George F. Killeen who called 
O’Hair’s rulling ’ an excellent decision’ ' 
despite his stipulation requiring new ex- 
penditure 

As proposed by Killeen and adopted 
by the Board, the cost for the jailer 
training was to be funded from approp- 
riations switched from other accounts 
within the Sheriff's budget. 


However, O’Hair supported the Sher- 
iff's attorney who successfully argued 
that a mere transfer of funds within 
would critically weaken the department 
in other areas. 

Also as proposed by the Board, O’Hair 
said that Sheriff William Lucas can 
assign deputies only to their budgeted 
positions, and that after two training 
classes, can assign only those already 
trained to staff the jail. 

Although he ordered the new expendi- 
ture which may force the county to 
violate restrictions imposed by the State 
Municipal Finance Commission, O’Hair 
also instructed the County Board of Au- 
ditors to provide or authorize the train- 
ing facilities in hopes of saving the coun- 
ty money. Part of the proposal adopted 
by the Board contained a reference from 
Commissioner Arthur M. Carter asking 
that the public funds spent for jailer 
training should preferably be spent with 
a public institution. 

Because it has successively accrued 
deficits in the past few years, the county 
is under orders not to spend beyond its 
approved budget without permission 
from the Finance Commission The Fi- 
nance commission is the State agency 
which oversees and regulates spending 
by governmental units throughout 
Michigan. 

It was an effort by the Board to reduce 
the deficit which led to elimination of the

Auto driving costs in state 
are up by 14 percent in 1981 


The average cost of owning and oper- 
ating a 1981 intermediate-sized car in 
Michigan increased $469 during the last 
year, reports the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

4 This is an increase of 14 percent over 
last yea r .” said Auto Club Touring Man- 
ager Joseph Ratke. “Jt costs Michiga- 
nians 24.9 cents per mile to operate a 
new car. or $3,735 per year.’’ 

The 1980 cost of operating an auto- 
mobile in Michigan was 21.8 cents per 
mile. In the last three years, the annual 
cost of operating a new, mid-sized car 
has increased $1,229, or 49 percent. 

Operating expenses are detailed in the 
1981 edition of the AAA pamphlet titled 
“Your Driving Costs.” The operating 
costs were based on a 1981 Chevrolet, 
6-cylinder (229 cubic inch) Malibu Clas- 
sic 4-door sedan with standard accessor- 


ies, automatic transmission, power 
steering, power disc brakes and radio, 
driven 15.000 miles per year and kept for 
four years. 

The 24.9-cents Figure, updated by Auto 
Club to include current Michigan gas 
prices, is broken into two categories: 
variable and fixed costs. Variable costs 
include gasoline ($1.48 per gallon), 
maintenance and tires for a total of 9.07 
cents per mile. 

Fixed costs include insurance, depre- 
ciation. license fees and finance charges 
for a total of 15.83 cents per mile. 

Insurance is based on a pleasure use 
category with the vehicle driven less 
than 10 miles to work and no youthful 
drivers on the policy. 

“Unlike the last two years when gaso- 
line prices jumped drastically, the ma- 
jor reasons for this year’s increased 


operating costs were higher car prices 
and depreciation.” said Ratke. 

The AAA pamplet also includes a sug- 
gested auto vacation budget. Two per- 
sons should plan on spending $44 a day 
for meals (not including cocktails and 
tips). $44 a day for lodging and $7.50 for 
gas and oil for every 100 miles driven in 
a car averaging 20 miles per gallon The 
cost of vacationing is up nine percent 
from last year. 

Those figures can be 25 percent low er 
in small towns or rural locations, while 
in large metropolitan areas they could 
be as much as 75 percent higher. 


eight weeks, some deputies officially 
laid off continued to work under Sher- 
iff’s orders, but about a week ago the 50 
experienced jailers quit after learning 
they would not receive retroactive pay.

The sqb-committee was established af- 
ter Lucas failed to appear before the full 
Board with explanations for a squad car 
accident in Oakland County, the escape 
of convicted murderer Norma Baker 
from the jail annex, and personnel 
assignments and overtime expendi- 
tures.

Gardeners are now doubling up their 
planting whenever possible This idea, 
called double-cropping, lets them use 
the same space for two or three crops 


For example, fast-growing radishes are 
sown half and half with slower germi- 
nating carrots The radishes are ready 
to harvest, the carrots should be mature 
enough to fend for themselves 
Leaf lettuce and spinach also qualify 
for double-cropping with slower veget- 
ables Many of the vine crops, like 
cucumbers, pumpkins, and winter 
squash also grow' well when planted be- 
tween rows of seet corn 
Herbs too can be grown successfully 
in a double-cropped garden. Dill and 


caraway thrive when they’re mixed 
right in the row with lettuce, Swiss 
chard or beets 

Basil, borage, and parsley all enjoy 
sharing garden space with tomatoes or 
onions 

If you happen to have leftover plants 
of tomatoes, egg plants and peppers, 
why not tuck them in empty spots in 
your flower garden borders 

If you should decide to try double- 
cropping, always keep one rule of thumb 


in mind never let space stand empty. 
When early crops like radishes and let- 
tuce are finished, replant the area im- 
mediately. 

You can still follow through utilizing 


these methods Small transplants fiom 
your nursery and garden center caoStill 
be put into spaces for wide-row garden- 
ing, and seeds can still be plant&Lbe 
tween already established plants; '

For a S10 fee, you will get a complete inspection 
of your home by an energy specialist from your utility. 
You will learn how effective your present insulation, 
weatherstripping, caulking and other energy cost 
saving measures are. and you will be provided with 
information on specific things you can do to reduce 
energy waste. 

You also will receive a written computer analysis 
giving you estimates on how much recommended 
improvements will cost and how long they will take to 
pay for themselves. Information on contractors who 
can do the work, details on financing, tax credits 
and Home Weatherization Grants for low income 
persons also will be provided. After the work is 
completed, you may have it inspected by your utility. 

Some of the recommendations may cost very little 
or nothing at all. Some you may be able to do yourself. 
Others will require the services of a contractor. In any 
case, the Home Energy Analysis puts you under no 
obligation to carry out any of the recommendations. 
However, you probably will want to do at least some 
of these, because now you will know a great deal 
more about how to make your home energy efficient.

WCCC awards scholarships 
to 2 local women 


“Wampum from Washington” - that’s 
the latest version of the long running 
insurance hoax that has plagued the 
Veterans Administration and thousands 
of World War II veterans since 1948. 

The ‘“wampum” handbill, advising 
WW II vets they can collect a non- 
existent insurance dividend on their 
cancelled policies, has recently sur- 
faced in Minnesota. Ohio. Indiana. 
Louisiana and Montana-this time with 
an illegal “confidence game” twist. 

The fraudulent flyers promise to “cut 
red tape” by supplying an address for a 
quick dividend payment in return for $10 
that is to be sent to a post office box. 
Postal authorities have taken a dim 
view of this scheme and have already 
interviewed one man who was distribut- 
ing the handbills at a Wisconsin Amer- 
ican Legion meeting 

Postal inspectors report that the Wis- 
consin operator claimed he “bought” 
the address from a person in Minnesota, 
and went on to produce a check which he 
said he had received in response to his 
insurance divided claim. 

The check was not issued by VA and 
the address he was selling is one that has 
been used for years in this perennial 
hoax. 

The hoax, which has been cropping up 
in a variety of forms since 1948. claims 
too that dividends are available for the 
asking on cancelled insurance. Official 
looking forms - complete with the 


address of a VA insurance center - often 
show up mysteriously at meetings of un- 
ions, veterans organizations and even in 
public buildings Many unsuspected 
newspapers have passed on what they 
considered the “good news.” 

The bogus forms have been sent to VA 
by the thousands each month for several 
years. 

Acting VA Administrator Rufus Wil- 
son speculated that “someone has 
obviously decided that if there are that 
many gullible people, there must be a 


way to make a quick buck out of it.” 

VA has investigated the hoax from 
every conceivable angle,” according to 
Wilson, “without ever being able to 
establish any logical motive for spread- 
ing this false information But with this 
new and illegal approach of selling the 
address, we advise that that a report be 
made immediately to local police offi- 
cials when anyone is observed produc- 
ing or distributing the so-called applica- 
tion forms or the WAmpum from 
Washington' handbill.”

School Board responds to critical letter 


I would like to take this opportunity to 
respond to the letter from Mrs Norma 
Weiser which the Wayne Eagle pub- 
lished the week of May 21, 1981 a letter 
which, I submit, contains inaccurate 
and misleading statements Please let 
me set the record straight 
FIRST: 

The audit of the Building and Site 
Fund of the Wayne-Westland Commun- 
ity Schools was requested by Dr Dyer 
and the Board of Education when our 
Local Public Wqrks Grants Program 
and the bond projects were near comple- 
tion 

The letter from Representative Tom 
Brown stated that he knew an audit was 
being conducted and requested that cer- 
tain things be included The private 
citizens’’ Mrs Norma Weiser refers to 
are. I submit, people involved in Board 
of Education elections 
Is there another motive besides an 
•interest ‘in school finances n I am sure 


the taxpayers will decide that question 
accurately and objectively. 

There was a Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee established to review the plans 
and progress of the projects to which 
Mrs Weiser refers. The vast majority of 
the Committee was overwhelmingly 
supportive of the bond issue programs, 
as reflected in the Committee’s mi- 
nutes. 

Mrs Weiser was on that committee 
and although she was not in agreement 
with the majority on some issues, she 
certainly had the opportunity to have 
better knowledge of the facts. 

SECONDLY: 

By law. proceeds from the sale of a 
building must pay off the remaining 
debt on that building before any remain- 
ing balance can be used for other pur- 
poses This was done in compliance with 
state law and with Board authorization 
THIRDLY: 


No Building and Site funds were ever 
used for operating expenditures in the 
General Fund. Mrs. Weiser’s charge to 
the contrary is totally false Our books 
are audited yearly by outside, indepen- 
dent auditors, and never was there any 
bond money used for operating pur- 
poses, as disclosed by our previous 
clean audits. Furthermore, the results 
from the compliance audit for Ihe Bond 
Issue by Plante & Moran, the most re- 
spected school auditing firm in Michi- 
gan, indicates each and everyone of her 
allegations are untrue 

Mrs. Pearl Holforty. a partner in the 
auditing firm, made a verbal, prelimin- 
ary report to the Board at our meeting 
on May 26, 1981. and the record speaks 
for itself Mrs Holforty stated that the 
wTitten audit will be a clean . unqualified 
opinion”, which means complete com 
pliance with both the L P W and bond 
ballot language When asked by a board 


member if she had read Mrs Weiser’s 
letter, Mrs. Holforty said that she had 

When further asked if there was any 
validity to the arguments, she indicated 
that there was no validity to the issues 
raised. 

FOURTH 

Mrs Weiser refers to our badly blo- 
ated” budget For the 1980-81 school 
year, we held down expenditures to a 
level which required only an 8 8% in- 
crease in our total operating budget 
over 1979 80, a figure well below the dou- 
ble-digit inflation rate we are now facing 
in the national and state economy. 

She asked. Where did the monies 
<go?” and she gives a calculated in- 
terested amount of $4 5 million If Mrs. 
Weiser had attended the July 23, 1980, 
Board meeting, she would know that the 
Board authorized specific expenditures 
from interest earned on the investment 
of the Building and Site Fund in the 


amount of $4,274,271 00 which was thor- 
oughly discussed at that open Board 
meeting. Since that time, if Mrs. Weiser 
had attended meetings on a regular 
basis, she would have found that there 
were other purchases authorized out of 

investment proceeds. 

These expenditures were to replace 
items in new construction and renova- 
tion projects which inflation forced us to 
drop from the initial plans In other 
words, by prudent investment prac- 
tices. we were able to provide items 
which otherwise would have been eli- 
minated because of inflation 

Thereby we maintained the basic in- 
tegrity of these projects as orginally 
voted by our citizens, and endorsed by 
the Citizens’ Advisory Committee. As a 
result of the good management of this 
Bond issue this school system is in excel- 
lent physical condition and we were able 
to deliver what the Board promised the 
people in the ballot language 


LASTLY: 

Mrs. Weiser feels ”we should- really 
throw the bums out — I feel they' are* ; 
grossly mismanaging our school dol - 
lars.” These are serious accdstiflons 
and politically very inflammable Un-’~ 
fortunately, Mrs Weiser’s misleading’" 
statements have been printed f ir is a 
shame Mrs Weiser did not subfhlt her** 
fictitious data to an independent feView,*” 
as the School Board did. and dodS'bach M 
year, before printing such erroneous in- 
formation. It has been my attcmpHiere'- 
to clarify matters. Hopefully, the tnx- 
payers will now see that her letter was ** 
inaccurate, unjustified, and politically' * 
motivated. It is unfortunate that these"

THOMAS B VRIlKTT-o

is missing 

EDITOR — In June, 1979, the De- 
troit News ran a feature story about 
Water Under the Bridge — A History 
of Van Buren Township. 

The story they ran contained a re- 
ference to Abraham Soop , one of Van 
Buren Township’s earliest pioneers. 
Mr. Ray Shattler, retired Police 
Chief for the City of River Rouge, 
read the story, and recognized the 
Soqp name as the same as he had 
seen on an old tombstone that had 
been stored for years in the River 
Rouge Police Station. 

Several decades previously, the 
tombstone was stolen from Abra- 
ham’s grave. It somehow turned up 
many years later in the River Rouge 
Police Station. 

As a result of the News story , it was 
returned to its proper site at a cere- 
mony on August 26, 1979. Your paper 
was kind enough to give that cere- 
mony and the events surrounding it 
considerable coverage. 

Well . . . now we need your help 
again, if possible. I can hardly be- 
lieve it, but sometime over the 
Memorial Day Weekend, someone 
stole the companion stone to Abra- 
ham’s. It was a large, oval, sand- 
stone marker on the grave of Abra- 
ham’s wife, Betsy Carpenter Raw- 
son, who died in 1862. 

She, of course, was equally impor- 
tant as her husband in the founding of 
the 1830’s pioneer village of Rawson- 
ville. 

It is my hope that you will see fit to 
run another story about this second 
theft. Perhaps history will repeat it- 
self, and the finder of the stone ... if 
it has been abandoned somewhere 
. . . will read the story and return the 
stone to us.

tied to the best education we can get 
for our tax dollars, and that is why I 
have agreed to spend a lot of my per- 
sonal time working with our school 
system. 

Like so many school districts in 
Michigan, Romulus is in a money 
crunch. We have a $2.5 million dollar 
deficit and it could go higher next 
year. 

We have covered that deficit by 
borrowing and now we have to £ay 
over $250,000 per year in interest. 
Why are we in trouble? The biggest 
reason seems to be that we have been 
slow in reacting to our problems. 

Whatever the reason, we cannot 
expect to remain in a deficit position, 
wasting education dollars in loan in- 
terest. 

I have found that school financing 
is a very complicated matter. Part of 
our state income and sales tax money 
comes back to our schools in state 
aid. 

However, did you know that when 
our property taxes rise because of 
reassessment the amount our 
schools get does not increase? 

That’s true because of the state aid 
formula which reduces the amount 
the State gives us. 

I think we should be mad about 
that, but at the State; not at our 
school system. The only way we can 
increase our school revenue and im- 
prove our schools is to increase our 
millage. The formula allows us to 
keep that revenue. 

As a matter of fact, millage in- 
creases are not a bad deal for us . For 
instance, the 4.5 mills on the June 8th 
ballot will increase the yearly tax on 
a $50,000 home by $113. 

Our schools will get all of that $113. 
After paying that, nearly every one 
of us will pay reduced State and 
Federal income taxes the following 
April. In fact, nearly every Romulus 
taxpayers will get a tax credit of 60 
percent or $68 due to the Homestead 
Act. 


NAP's wants 
uniforms answers 

EDITOR — On May 7, 1981 , at Romu- 
lus City Hall, three uniform retail 
firms submitted price quotations in 
hopes of securing the contract for 
apparel and accessories for the new 
Romulus Police Department. The 
three companies were, Allie 
Brothers of Livonia, Cuda’s of Dear- 
born, and our firm, Nap’s Enter- 
prises Inc. of Dearborn Heights 

Each firm was to provide price 
quotations only on those items re- 
quested in strict specifications by the 
City of Romulus and each firm had to 
guarantee that these items were all 
in stock and readily available im- 
mediately. With these factors as 
equal, it appeared to us that for a 
newly formed Department, in light of 
current economic conditions, cost 
would be the determining factor in 
awarding this Uniform contract. 
Evidently, in the case of the City of 
Romulus, economically sound deci- 
sions are not always made. 

The facts are that Nap’s Enter- 
prises Inc. submitted a quotation 
that was $130.00 per man (30 men to 
outfit) lower than either competitor. 
However, the City Government of 
Romulus chose Cuda’s of Dearborn 
because, “we had worked with them 
in the past, and were satisfied.’’ 

Furthermore, this uniform supply 
contract was awarded Monday May 
11, without even the courtesy of con- 
tact to Nap’s Enterprises or any fol- 
low-up to confirm the validity of our 
superior cost quotation. 

It was not until Wednesday May 13, 
that our firm was able to track down 
the authorities involved, including 
the Mayor, and discover that a deci- 
sion had already been made, and in 
fact, orders had been given to 
Cuda’s. Did the Mayor feel we would 
accept this quick and inprudent deci- 
sion? We do not accept it, nor should 
the city of Romulus.

Huron schools 
analyzed 

EDITOR 

One month ago 21 teachers and 
school staff members in the Huron 
School District were given their 
“laid-off” notices. How can we be 
surprised? 

These people including most of the 
teachers and staff were given a 30 f /r 
increase last June to be given over 
the next three years’ Now we can t 
afford it. Over half of our teaching 
staff (60 persons) is making $29,500. 
plus fringe benefits for 180-190 days 
of work. This is great. We should all 
go into teadiing. No wonder there are 
no sport programs! Who can afford 
them? 

On June 8. we are being asked to ’ 
approve an additional 6.06 mills to 
restore a full athletic and extra cur- 
ricular program and provide a build- 
ing repair & maintenance program. 
What does this really mean — certain 
increases in all the already over-in 
flated wages of our teachers and 
school staff members. 

Can we really afford to pay them 
more? One teacher with a masters & 
PhD degree is earning $39,000 to 
teach 5th grade. What a waste of ta- 
lent! 

Huron schools, at one point in time 
was academically inclined, en- 
couraging students to take college 
prep courses or go on to college. 

Over the years we have become a 
vocational school, with little or no 
emphasis on academics or education 
for that matter. Sports has become 
the • in” thing. Parents and students, 
think about this — once you have 
graduated from Huron, your athletic 
abilities will not get you a job. Your 
education, the kinds of classes you 
have taken, will determine what type 
work you are suited for. The rumor is 
that if the millage doesn t pass, our 
school will become non- 
accredited.” This means that you 
will not be recommended to attend 
the college of your choice. If you are 
accredited today we should still be 
accredited after June 6, with or with- 
out the millage. 

How well are our children being 
educated? Are we being indoctrin- 
ated in sports or education ? What is 
most important ? We have a beautiful 




school, wonderful facilities, but how 
can an angry teacher who wants 
more money and benefits provide a 
well rounded education to the stu- 
dent? 

The elementary levels are being 
taught on the. “progress at your own 
rate” system There s no motivation 
to work These children aren’t slow 

— they are late bloomers. ” How can 
we afford to pay $25,000 to $30,000 to 
teachers who produce late bloom- 
ers” The pattern seems to be * prog- 
ress at your ow n rate” in elementary 
school and “excel in sports” in high 
school and to boot with education! 
Are the students really the late 
bloomers’ or could it be the 
teachers? 

Students are leaving Huron school 
district left and right Some say for 
sports, in my opinion, it’s for a better 
education. One of our own teachers 
has his son enrolled in another dis- 
trict. Incidentally, only 6 or 7 
teachers out of our entire teaching 
staff lives in Huron Twp. I wonder 
why they haven't enrolled their chil- 
dren in the Huron schools? 

It seems that we have a big prob- 
lem here. We should stop worrying 
about state-aid and start w orking out 
of our own budget All of those 
teachers could be called back with- 
out a millage hike 

All persons on staff could take a 
reduction in wages It would take a 
• lot of soul searching from all of us. 
We need to examine ourselves to 
search out what w'e are really doing 
for the students. Spending more 
money will not solve the problems & 
we should all remember to not bite 
the hand that feeds us. 

It seems that w r e have the cart be- 
fore the horse. We’ve rewarded the 
teachers, now we re trying to get 
them to do their job. If we can afford 
to pay those kinds of wages why are 
the students of Huron School Dist. 
rated so low on the state assessment 
tests ? And if the district is so proud of 
its results, why aren’t the results 
published more often ? 

Improvement in our elementary 
schdols can only make better high 
school students. The elementary 
school patterns, the study habits i 
attitudes that the students will carry 
with them the rest of their lives. W'e 
all must join together to help the stu- 
dents. teachers — work for your 
money. Students, work for good 
grades. 

Parents — work for the school. If 
we neglect to do our jobs, in my opin- 
ion. we are all “late bloomers.”

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Canton approves WMECN network budget 

Supervisor Poole: 7 don’t like being blackmailed’ 




For the want of a police radio frequen- 
cy and because of a contractual agree- 
ment, the Canton Township Board of 
Trustees voted to commit $133,000 to the 
Western Metropolitan Emergency Com- 
munication Network 
The network, in operation presently in 
Belleville, has stirred controversy and 
emotions between members which in 
elude Canton, Belleville. Van Buren, 
Huron Township and Sumpter. 

The Board Tuesday night, with trus- 
tee Carol Bodenmiller and treasurer 
Maria Falkiewicz casting “no” votes, 
approved a recommendation by super- 


visor James Poole to adopt Proposal I in 
a series of proposals to remain affiliated 
with the WMECN. 

The Poole recommendation also had 
some stringent conditions attached. 

“I don't like to adopt anything that 
agrees to give somebody money when 
they already owe me $15,000.” Poole told 
his colleagues. “And I don’t like 
agreeing to give anyone money when 
they already told me that they're not 
going to give me the money they owe 
me. 

"Also 1 don’t like being blackmailed 
or blackjacked . * ’ Poole continued . and I 


don't like giving a guy $51,000, just to 
collect $1 700 from them It doesn't seem 
like very good business. 

“However, just for the sake of sanity, 
cooperation and loving thy neighbor, I 
think you (the board) should adopt a 
budget of $133,000 subject to the other 
communities also adopting it and sub- 
ject to our township being compensated 
for monies due us.'* 

Canton decided to participate in the 
WMECN program in 1977, according to 
a report prepared by Mike Gorman, fi- 
nance director for the township, and 
Terry Carroll, township grantsman. 


“because, first, we were told that all fu- 
ture LEAA (Law Enforcement Assist- 
ance Act) monies would go to group 
efforts which could lead to future sav- 
ings for such things as joint dispatch- 
ing, detective bureau, youth bureau, 
and other related work.

However, according to the same re- 
port, Canton has carried the “lion s 
share” of the expenditures and man- 
power to keep the network operational 
If Canton should pull out now it will 


jeopardize losing the radio frequency 
and may cause the dissolution of the 
WMECN. 

“That, of course, may lead to law- 
suits,” according to Gorman “It could 
be interpreted by a court one day that 
the reason why this (WMECN) failed, 
was because of Canton, and making all 
of the communities pay back whatever 
grant money they had secured, there- 
fore you (the board) are responsible." 

Poole didn’t view it that way. 

“My attorney is not as knowledgeable 
about it as could be,” Poole offered, 


Here is a brief history of WMECN 


EDITOR S NOTE : Because the Western Metropoli 
tan Emergency Communications Network has stir- 
red to much controversy and because of Its Import- 
ance to the community, we have received permission 
to publish the report prepared by Terry Carroll. Can- 
loo grantsman, and Mike Gorman, finance director 
for the township on the history of the WMECN. Here Is 
their report.) 

The City of Belleville, for some time, 
had been seeking a separate radio fre- 
quency for police communications. 
They discovered a communications 
plan (Kelly Plan), adopted by the state, 
to localize and centralize communica- 
tions. 

This section of the Kelly Plan included 
the cities of Romulus and Belleville, and 
the Townships of Huron, Sumpter. Van 
Buren and Canton. 

Because of the Kelly Plan. Canton 
(and the other communities) was con- 
tacted in late 1976 or early 1977. Romu- 
lus was not to be included in this group 
called Western Metropolitan Emergen- 
cy Communications Network 
(WMECN) because they were under 
contract with the Wayne County Sheriff 
Department. But, the remaining five 
communities had to participate in order 
to get the radio frequency. 

In early 1977, the only community that 
was operating a 24-hour Police Depart- 
ment was Sumpter Township. Canton 
had a part-time "reserve” department 
with no immediate plan for a full-time 
department and certainly no plan on the 
books for a $1.5 million department that 
we have today. 

After investigation into the WMECN . 
Canton decided to participate in the 
program for two main reasons. 

First, we were told that all future 
LEAA monies (Law Enforcement 
Assistance Act) would go to group 
efforts which could lead to future sav- 
ings for such things as joint dispatch- 
ing, detective bureau, youth bureau, 
etc. . and second , it was an opportunity to 
receive base, mobile and prep radios 
and other equipment at 50% of cost. 

The communities were led to believe 
that grant money would be available for 
the Five communities for dispatching. 
Further because of the five community 
agreement, Belleville was awarded the 
radio frequency to be used by the group. 

So Canton and the other communities 
signed an agreement to participate in 
April. 1977. The funding to be provided 
by the communities according to a per- 


cent formula based on the most current 
State and Federal certified census of 
each political subdivision. 

From the very beginning, Huron 
Township stated that they did not want 
to participate because they had a joint 
police and fire dispatch and the central 
dispatch would not be able to handle 
both. 

But, Huron agreed to go along with the 
program so the grant could be applied 
for, but did not want to participate nor 
pay for any of the funding. So. the agree- 
ment that was signed by the communi- 
ties included a phrase that stated that 
only those communities that received 
more than 10 dispatches per month from 
the center would pay for the operations. 

In late 1977, the communities then 
signed a cash match resolution pledging 


the communities matching portion of 
the grant to show the state the communi- 
ties were interested and each commun- 
ity committed dollars to the program. 

Canton's cash match, dated 12/7/77, 
was for $17,950. The State awarded a 
grant to the group which funded the cen- 
tral dispatch equipment on a 95-5 basis 
and the individual community purch- 
ases on a 50-50 basis. 

Belleville was the Lead Agent and 
Canton was the Financial Agent for the 
grant. Belleville was the community 
that the state signed the agreement with 
and Canton agreed to front the monies 
for purchases so that the grant could 
proceed 

The next 2Mz years we will sum up in 
brief form. The group investigated sys- 


tems, put together bid specifications, 
worked with the state, let bids and the 
state awarded the contract. The suc- 
cessful bidder was General Electric. 

Also, during this time, the Control 
Group, the Police Chief from each de- 
partment, met on a regular basis, but 
the Executive Board, and Elected Offi- 
cial from each community, did not 
meet The Police Chiefs made a number 
of decisions affecting the central dis- 
patch but, in most cases, the Elected 
Officials were not totally informed. 
Also, during this period, Canton agreed 
to pick up an additional $3,144.65 for the 
benefit of the group. 

Canton also purchased some addition- 
al equipment at the 50% cost. 

How the center was to operate and 
funding was discussed many times, but 


no formal proposals or amendments to 
the original agreement were ever taken 
back to the communities for approval. 

There were several problems with the 
equipment which delayed the beginning 
of operations. But, with pressure from 
the state, the center began dispatching 
in September 15, 1980 
There still was no movement on how 
the communities would cover the cost of 
operations. An operating budget was 
never drawn up and nothing was taken 
back to the communities for approval. 
The system seemed to be functioning 
When James Poole, supervisor, came 
into office, he was informed of the 
WMECN operation. And from this point 
on, many operational problems came to 
light and we have had four or five meet- 
ings since January, 1981 trying to 
straighten things out. 


“nor is Belleville’s attorney as know- 
ledgeable as he could be because there 
are a number of things they are not 
aware of. This township has financed 
and subsidized the WMECN, taking 
money out of our own general fund. 

“We have done more than our share 
and are still $15,000 in the hole. I don’t 
think we have done anything wrong. It’s 
the other communities who are refusing 
to pay us . And I ’ m ready to go before any 
judge and defend our position." 

Gorman pointed out that the reason 
why Belleville presently is the center of 
the network is that the WMECN ’s Board 
of Control voted to make Belleville the 
headquarters. 

“Now. if this Board should adopt a 
budget that hinges upon the fact that it 
(the center) should be in Canton, we are 
going against what the Board of Control 
had originally voted." 

Mrs. Bodenmiller questioned Gorman 
about the WMECN finances and asked 
where the township would get the 
money. "Have we budgeted for this?" 
she asked . 

"No.” Gorman replied 

"Then where are we going to get the 
money for this?," she questioned. 

Gorman answered that if the board 
would direct the supervisor and police 
chief and himself to come "back with a 
recommendation of where the revenues 
will come from to fund the WMECN," 
they would find the money. 

The board complied with Gorman’s 
wishes.

Question : How does a record company expose its de- 
serving new bands to the public when radio stations 
won’t play anything outside of Styx-Journey-REO. and 
of course. Led Zeppelin? 

Answer : It puts out the best bargain in the business ; a 
two-album set featuring two cuts each from 11 artists, 
for a list price of only $2.98 

Considering that most single LPs go for upwards of 
seven dollars nowadays, that s quite a bargain, espe- 
cially with such top-rate artists as Garland Jeffries. The 
Boomtown Rats, and Detroit’s own Romantics among 
those featured 

Different spectrums of the rock world are repre- 
sented. from Judas Priest s heavy metal to Rosanne 
Cash’s country-rock, from Ian Gomm's wonderful pop 
songs to Steve Forbert’s folk n’ roll. Essentially then, 
what you get are types of music you won’t hear on any 
ONE radio station but should — so people could, hear 
different styles of mu^ic for themselves, rather than 
being brainwashed by uie media (Oh no man, I HATE 
new wave. I’m into rock ’n‘ roll...”). As the 22 cuts on 
“Exposed” show though, labels on music have gone the 
way of the 12 oz. Coca Cola bottle, which is to say, 
kapoot 

For instance. Adam And The Ants, who are consi- 
dered “new wave.” are nothing if not a throwback to old 
David Bowie (visually) and Gary Glitter (musically). 
Here’s a band that is the biggest thing in England since 
the Beatles (Having topped the charts for months, even 
knocking John Lennon’s last album out of the top slot), 
and yet most people over here only know of them by 
word of mouth or from TV. And what does it say when 
Tom Snyder’s musical guests are far more progressive 
than those heard on the radio? 


Other groups on “Exposed ” include the mersey-beat 
Sorrows, Loverboy (“Turn Me Loose”), and Ellen 
Foley, who has two great albums under her belt Which 
brings me to another point . rather than take two cuts off 
of the band ’s latest LP. CBS has wisely chosen to select 
them from different albums, giving the listener a real

So, for the price of two 45s you can have two albums 
chock full of fine music — that ’s around 13 cents a song 
As the old cliche goes, you can’t afford not to get it But 
be forewarned. Once you’re exposed to this record, 
you’ll have a hard time giving up the music on it — it’s 
extremely contagious.

With ready-baked pie shells available, this is an easy and pretty finale to 
any meal. 

STRAWBERRY-YOGURT EASY-AS-PIE 
2 containers (8 oz. each) vanilla yogurt 

1 container (8 oz.) non-dairy whipped topping, thawed 

2 c. sweetened diced, sliced or finely chopped strawberries 
l baked 9-inch pie shell, cooled. 

Fold yogurt into whipped topping, blending well. Spoon yogurt mixture and 
strawberries alternately into crust. Cut through with spatula to marble. 
Freeze until firm, four hours or overnight. Remove from freezer 30 minutes 
before serving and keep chilled in refrigerator. Garnish with additional w hole 
strawberries. 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Leaving the stem on each berry will make the garnish 
on your pie just that much more colorful. Make sure there’s one berry for each 
wedge cut.)

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Local schools 
at crossroads 


Many schools in The Associated 
Newspapers cicculalion area are seek- 
ing additional millage or renewals and 
are generally struggling with financial 
problems In an effort to review the up- 
coming millage vote in Romulus. ANP 
interviewed Superintendent William 
Bedell as to the issues and problems in- 
volved in the June 8 election 

QUESTION: The media seems to be 
full of crisis information concerning loc- 
al school districts and Romulus is no ex- 
ception. What seems to be the problem? 

ANSWER : Basically, schools are suf- 
fering along with the general economy 
of the State. Many of us depend heavily 
on the state aid and when the state is 
hurting our revenue hurts. In addition, 
we’ve been coping with the problems of 
inflation and eclining enrollment and all 
of this has been compounding by the 
rather startling statistic recently issued 
by Lansing that shows only 27 percent of 
the population of Michigan have chil- 
dren in school Many people do not have 
direct involvement in schools now. 

QUESTION : What’s the millage issue 
on June 8 and what do you think the 
chances of approval arc? 

ANSWER: We re asking for an addi- 
tional 4.5 mills for one year The one 
year idea is because of the uncertain 
outlook in school finances. We re asking 
for the millage for one year so people 
will have a chance to review that deci- 
sion and re-vote the millage a year from 
now r at their regularly scheduled annual 
election 

We’re not sure of our chances. We 
have a large number of people working 
very hard to get information to people 
and there are certain tax rebates in 
place that if people can come to under- 
stand it, they’ll realize that most of them 
would only pay a very small percentage 
of any increase they grant us 

QUESTION: Why do you say that? 
Just what would the cost of this Increase 
be to the average Romulus resident? 

ANSWER : Most of us are eligible for 
tax rebates through a state system cal- 
led the “circuit breaker” and through 
our Federal Income Tax revenue. What 
this means is that once our local proper- 
ty tax exceeds’ 3*2 percent of our in- 
come, we get 60 percent of it back from 
the State through a refund without In- 
come Tax We also get to claim this 
amount on our Federal Tax form as a 
deduction if we itemize. Consequently, if 
you live in a home with a real value of 
$50,000 and you have an average Romu- 
lus income, the 4.5 mills will increase 
your tax bills $113.00, but you will re- 
ceive approximately $77.00 of that back 
on your State and Federal Income 
Taxes. This means an increase of only 
$36.00 for the year. In addition, every 
dollar we get from a homeowner, the 
factories and businesses in Romulus 
give us an additional dollar. 

QUESTION: If so few of us have chil- 
dren in school, why should we vote for 
school millage increases for local school 
districts? 

ANSWSR: Well obviously, the free 
public educational system in the United 
States has been the backbone of our 
democracy. Good schools are a require- 
ment for any vital, successful society. 
It’s to all of our advantage to have well- 
trained. productive young people in our 
midst. If nothing else, we re going to 
need them economically to support the 
Social Security System and other prog- 
rams already in place. In addition, from 
a practical standpoint bad schools 
mean lower property values. If you own 
property in Romulus, you want your 
schools to maintain a reasonable repu- 
tation or it* will cost you thousands of 
dollars in home value 

QUESTION: A while ago when we 
asked you what the problem was and 
you stated some pretty general ideas, 
can you give us some specifics about 
Romulus’s problem? 

ANSWER: Sure Because of declining 


enrollment and the peculiar way the 
State Aid Formula works, our expenses 
in the last four years have gone up 67 
percent while the revenue only in- 
creased 32 percent This means we have 
been in a process of constant budget cut - 
ting and even at that, we can t keep up 
Most school districts in Michigan suffer 
this way and therefore, every two to 
tour years, they have additional millage 
votes. Our total State Formula yield in 
the last several years has decreased 
even though expenses have increased. 

QUESTION: Aren’t your costs un- 
usually high because teacher salaries 
are out of control and you have a lot of 
administrators, etc? These are charges 
we often hear from readers in our sub- 
scription area. 

ANSWER We’ve worked with a num- 
ber of citizen committees on this and 
we’ve developed data comparing Romu- 
lus to all of the other districts in Wayne 
County. Our average teacher’s salary is 
thirty-fourth of the thirty-six districts in 
the County. Our administrative costs 
are slightly below average. If you com- 
pare Romulus to other districts . there is 
no category of expenditure that is un- 
usual or out of line There are a number 
of districts that are called out of formu- 
la” who have many more services and 
much higher salary schedules than we 
do. 

QUESTION: If money is so tight, and 
by your own analysis the state economy 
is in bad shape, why don’t the schools 
tighten belt and reduce expenditures? 

ANSWER: We have Repeatedly over 
the last three years, the Romulus 
Schools have had to make reductions. 
We re getting very close to the bone We 
have made literally millions of dollars of 
reductions during this period including 
closing school buildings, eliminating 
central office administrators, reducing 
from six to five hour days, going to four 
school starting times and on and on and 
on. We ll continue to make reductions as 
much as possible in the non- 
instructional areas. We re also imple- 
menting programs that will make us 
more cost effective, but we cannot con- 
tinue to operate a business that has sub- 
stantially less revenue coming in than 
the cost of living increases in the area 

QUESTION: All this sounds so nega- 
tive. Is there any good new (6 coming out 
of school districts these days? 

ANSWER: Students are good news. 
They are bigger, brighter, and learning 
faster than ever before It seems that 
this is not true because there are so 
many more of them receiving an educa- 
tion compared to the “good old days”. 
We do have quality programs in Romu- 
lus and w f e are greatly heartened by the 
people we’ve met here and their willing- 
ness to become involved in our commit- 
tees and other school work. The positive 
note in Romulus is people and their kids. 

QUESTION: Well, can you summa- 
rize where your at and what the future 
looks for the Romulus Schools? 

ANSWER Local school districts, in- 
cluding Romulus, who are dependent on 
State Aid must have additional millage 
every three to four years Our revenues 
are constantly lower than our expense 
increases no matter how much we cut 
budgets. The “circuit breaker” and 
other tax deductions means that most of 
us get 60 to 80 percent of any increase 
back when we file our tax form. Our in- 
dustrial tax base is good and the future 
will be better if we can Find some way to 
get through this transition period Chil- 
dren are our most important asset and 
their educational institution is not only 
vital to our society, but important to 
property values and the image of our 
community. 


Michigan Bell 
applies for 7.56% 
rate increase

Michigan Bell applied 
today for its second 
annual rate increase due 
next October under the 
Michigan Public Service 
Commission s “CPI Rate 
Adjustment Plan.” 

The proposed 7 56 per- 
cent increase would be 
applied on an across-the- 
board basis to nearly all 
company services Local 
coin telephone calls 
would go from 20 cents to 
a quarter. 

Increases in one-party 
flat rate residence ser- 
vice, which includes one 
basic telephone, would 
range from 78 cents a 
month in Detroit to 59 
cents a month in the 
smallest outstate ex- 
changes. 

Frank R Zimmerman, 
Michigan Bell vice presi- 
dent, noted that since 
1976 the coin phone rate 
has remained at 20 cents 
— a price he said now 
falls far short of covering 
the cost of handling a call 
from a pay telephone. 

Originally proposed by 
state Attorney General 
Frank J Kelley, the CPI 
plan was adopted by the 
Michigan Public Service 
Commission in April, 
1980, for a three-year 
period. It allows annual 
price adjustments for 
Michigan Bell in an 
ammount substantially 
less than the rate of infla- 
tion as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index 
for each preceding year. 

The plan’s formula 
provides for this year’s 
adjustment to be based 
on the 1980 CPI when the 
inflation rate was 12.4 
percent. Under the for- 
mula, Michigan Bell will 
be held to the 7.56 percent 
increase it has re- 
quested. 

Zimmerman said the 
7.56 percent increase 
equates to $114 million in 
additional revenue. 

“If telephone rates 
were tied solely to the full 
inflation rate — without 
the offsets that are built 
into the plan — an in- 
crease of $187 million 
would be called for,” he 
said. “As it is. the com- 
pany’s request amounts 
to $73 million less than 
that figure.” 

With its built-in offsets, 
Zimmerman said, the 
CPI plan provides a 
“powerful incentive” for 
Michigan Bell to control 
its costs and improve its 
operating efficiency. 

Under the plan’s for- 
mula. four percentage 
points are subtracted 
from the CPI as a “pro- 
ductivity offset” — cost 
reductions the MPSC ex- 
pects Michigan Bell to 
achieve through in- 
creased efficiencies.

County hikes Huron sewage rates 


It sounds like the old horror story of 
the monster coming up out of the sewer. 

An alarming increase in sewage treat- 
ment charges is coming up for Huron 
Townsjfy residents. 

The ’Wayne County Department of 


Public Works will be raising their rates 
drastically for the 1982 fiscal year 
(which starts this October). Township 
Supervisor Richard Sullivan reported at 
last week’s Board meeting. 

Sullivan said that the proposed rate

More than 600 signatures have been 
collected in a petition drive to recall 
Huron Township clerk Mary Lou Carey, 
according to Larry Davis, organizer of 
the campaign 

He plans to file the recall petition in 
two weeks, by which time he expects to 
have 1000 signatures. 664 are necessary 
to put tjfc recall issue on the ballot 
; “The^we’ll get her out of there, ’’ said 
Davis. t 

Davis, along with his wife Doris Whit- 
ney and'Several other Huron Township 
residents, began collecting signatures 
in April . State law allows them 90 days to 
get the required number. 


Although Davis refused to talk further 
to the Roman, sources say that the drive 
was initiated because of feelings that 
Mrs. Carey was “too powerful/’ 
Complaints included rapidly 
increasing water bills, which petitioners 
feel are the fault of Mrs. Carey, and 
charges that Carey didn’t ask certain 
people to work on the election because of 
jealousy. 

Mrs. Carey’s reply to the petitioners is 
“that she doesn’t set sewage or water 
rates. The county does.” She also 
pointed out that election workers are ro- 
tated and she does not personally select 
them.

Cost to the township next year will be 
almost $80,000 higher than it was this 
year Sullivan said that about $74,000 
was added to cover fringe benefits to 
county employees. 

Mrs. Carey explained that although 
there is only one full-time employee 
assigned to the Huron-Flat Rock sew- 
age-treatment plant, “We employ 160 
people in essence, because we have to 
pay for services available from techni- 
cians from Wayne County And there’s 
no cap on cost-of-living allowances for 
county employees.’’ 


The cities of Belleville and Romulus 
will only be paying $650 per million gal- 
lons of treated sewage. Mrs. Carey con- 
tinued , because they are served by more 
modern and efficient plants Huron and 
Flat Rock are served by an old. smaller 
facility. 

“But we have very little recourse,” 
she said We and Flat Rock are in deep 
trouble “ 

Mrs. Carey mentioned that most of the 
Board members live in a part of the 
township not connected to the sanitary 
sew r er lines, and this causes some reis- 
dents to think the Board doesn’t care 
about the rate increase 

“But we do care that other residents 
have to pay this,” the clerk said “Peo- 
ple will scream and I don’t blame 
them ”

Ordinance No. 20 is to be amended as follows: 

48.50.00 General conditions for ponds. 

Section 48.50.01. A pond shall not be created, built, or used until a permit shall 
have been obtained from the Building Inspector and permit fee and any 
inspection fees shall have been paid in an amount as set by the Township 
Bo^rd of Trustees. 

Section 48.50.02. No pond shall be located closer than 60 feet from any one side 
lot line, or 20 feet from the opposite side lot line, nor closer than 20 feet from 
any rear lot line, nor closer than 100 feet from the front right-of-way, nor 
closer than 50 feet from the principal structure, nor closer than 50 feet from 
any septic tank and/or septic field. 

Section 48.50.03. Material excavated from the pond site shall be disposed of on 
site with the proper grading to allow no alteration in the runoff to adjoining 
paroels. 

Section 48.50.04. No pond shall be located closer than 50 feet from any tele- 
phone or electrical or other utility line 

Section 48.50.05. A pond shall be constructed in such a manner that no over- 
flow, spillage, or seepage shall encroach on adjacent parcels. 

Section 48.50.06 The side slopes of the pond shall not be greater than one foot 
vertical to four feet horizontal to a water depth of five feet. 

Section 48.50.07. Ponds having a maximum depth greater than four feet shall 
have two (2) sided warning signs set at right angles to the edge of the pond, 1 
composed of letters of at least four (4) inches in height indicating the number 
of feet of maximum depth. Such signs shall be placed along the shore of said 
pond at intervals of not more than 100 feet ; in no event shall any pond having a 
maximum depth greater than four feet have less than two such warning signs. 
Said sighs shall read: “Warning ( insert number of feet dee p) Feet Deep.” 
Section 48.50.08. Ponds having a maximum depth greater than four feet shall 
be equipped with lifesaving equipment such as ring bouys. located along the 
shdVe of said pond at the same location as the warning signs. In no event shall 
anyrponds having a maximum depth greater than four feet have less than two 
such life-saving devices. 

Section 48.50.09. Prior to the approval of a permit for a pond, a hydrogeologic- 
al and/or topographical survey sealed by a registered engineer or registered 
land surveyor may be required by the Planning Commission. 

Section 48.50.10. The site plan must provide sufficient information and details 
concerning size, location, disposal of spoil, grading, existing and finish eleva- 
tions, sodding or seeding and landscaping for the Planning Commission to 
judge the impact this pond will have on this site and adjacent properties. 
Section 48.50.11. Prior to issuance of a Huron Township permit, the owner 
shall obtain a Soil Erosion and Sedimentation Control Permit, as issued by the 
Wayne County Health Department, if said proposed pond is one (1) or more 
acres in size or has a method of discharge or overflow or falls within 500 feet of 
an.existing Wayne County Drain or natural watercourse 
Section 48.50.12. The estimated cost and completion time of the total project 
shall be included and detailed in the permit application. 

Section 48.50.13. Upon issuance of a permit, the applicant shall deposit a cash 
bond forfeitable to Huron Township in a minimum amount of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000) . Such cash bond shall run to the Township and shall be forfeit- 
able by its terms and conditions automatically thirty (30) days after notice to 
the applicant that the requirements of this Ordinance have not been met 
according to the terms of the permit. Such cash bond shall be considered 
posted with the condition that upon passage of said thirty (30) days after such 
notice in writing by first class mail at the last known address of the applicant, 
such amount shall automatically be transferred to the Township fund, or 
; otherwise enforceable by the Township by any means available. Thereafter, 
i the Township shall be authorized to go onto the property and expend up to 
! ninety (90) percent of the deposit to complete as much as possible of the pond, 
ojr, tyring pond as closely as possible to a safe condition. If the amount to 
satisfactorily complete the project is greater than niney (90) percent of the 
deposit, the proprietor shall be directly responsible for the balance. The 
Township may retain ten (10) percent of the cash bond as the Township 
administrative expense, and refund any balance to the applicant. 

Section 48.50.14. The Planning Commission may set the amount of the cash 
bond above the minimum at the time of granting approval of the special 
condition use. In setting the amount of the cash bond above the minimum the 
Planning Commission shall take into account the size and scope of the prop- 
osed operation, current prevailing cost of rehabilitating the premises upon 
default of the applicant , estimated expenses to compel applicant to comply by 
court decree and such other factors and conditions that might be relevant in 
determining the sum reasonably in the light of all facts and circumstances 
surrounding each application. Portions of the cash bond may be rebated as 
work progresses at reasonable intervals upon application to and approval by 
the Planning Commission. The bond shall be subject to the requirements of

Section 48 50 15. The permit shall be valid for a period of one year from the 
date of issuance by the Building Inspector and/or the Ordinance Enforcement 
Officer. 

Section 48 50.16. For ponds established as a special condition use in RlS 
Districts, no fencing of such ponds shall be required unless such condition is 
pf&eed upon the establishment of a pond by the Planning Commission 
Ordinance No 20, Section 43.20.03 is hereby amended to read as follows: 


43.20.03 Planning Commission Activity: The Planning Commission, or the 
Township Board in the instance of Section 43.51.00, shall review the 
application for special condition uses and take action by granting or 
denying such use, by tabling the application to obtain technical con- 
sultation from sources such as the Planning Consultant, Engineering 
Consultant, or Legal Counsel, by calling for a Public Hearing, or any 
combination thereof, unless otherwise specified in this Ordinance 
In the case of Section 43 51.00 where the Township Board is required 
to make the discretionary decision on a special land use coming 
within the purview of Section 16b of Act 184 of the Public Acts of the 
State of Michigan of 1943, as amended, the Planning Commission, or 
the Board of Appeals if specifically indicated, shall hold a public 
hearing, make a record of the public comment, make a recommenda- 
tion, and forward the said record and recommendation to the 
Township Bodfrd, before the decision is made. The Public Hearing 
provided for in this paragraph shall be held to comply with the 
requirements of Section 16b of Act 184 of 1943. as amended.
